A Letter from a Gentlemanin 


London, to his friend in 
Hereford,

Friend, Mr. E. N. in Hereford. 


ind Mr. E. R. the former 
prooſes that I haue already 

#5, hadof your loue to me- 
ward, cauſeth me agayne to 
LEASE preſume vpon your further 
curteſies. The matrer is thus: There 
hach bene lately noyſed abroad very com- 
monly in London, a ſtrange report, concer- 
ning the proceedings of ſome Papiſts in 
your parts, and as fame goetb, not far from 
you: much haue I heard thereof, and that 
diuerſlyi WW 
BA: B i- 
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ſatisfied with a certayne truth of that mat- 
ter, (becauſe my mind cannot reſt conten- 
ted with an vncertayne Re lation thereof) 
I repayred vpon Thurſday laſt, being 
Starre-chamber day, vnto Weſtminſter, 
there expecting to heare ſomething con- 
cerning thoſe cauſes: neyther was J alto- 
gether deceyued in my expectation, al- 
though not fully ſatisfyed in any particu- 
lars of this matter, how the maner there- 
ot was: for being there, vpon the ſame 
day, alter that the Lords were ſet, and 
that one or two matters, concerning ſome 
former miſorders in thoſe partes formerly 
committed, had bene heard, the right 
Honourable, the Lord high Chauncel- 
lour of England, as from his Maieſties 
oune mouth, beganne a moſt excellent 
ſpeach, and deliuered the matter after ſuch 
an vnexpreſſable maner, as it is impolsi- 
ble for me to come neere vnto, eyther the 
words, or perfit ſubſtance thereof, ir:was 
ſo pichy, ſo excellent, and fo admimbly 


in Herefordſhire,” | 


couched together: and yer acknowledge- 
ing that he himſelfe was vnable to declare 
it vnto them in ſuch maner, as his Maieſty 
had deliuered it vnto him. 

But I will onely hrerein relate vntd 
you, as necre as I can remember, ſuch 
things as were vttered by his Lordſhip, 
concerning theſe preſent matters: for his 
Lordſhip , after that he had ſpoken ſome- 
what largely, concerning ſome other 
poynts, ſayd, That there had now happe- 
ned a preſent occaſion (meaning this late 
Commotion in your partes) which did 
adminiſter much matter worthy of conſi- 
deration. 

Then he began to ſſie how certainely 
his Maieſty was informed, That the num- 
ber of Papiſts in England was migbtily 

tnce his Maicfties comming, and 
that Popiſb Prieſts and Icſuites'( factors 
for the Pope) lay lurking in many corners 
of this land, to ſeduce bis Maieſfies ſub- 
tects . | allegeance

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vntother rigbtfull Prince, to the acknow- 
ledgementof a forrain power and aut hori- 
ty wamecly,the Pope — 

Then alſo, that his Maicſty maruayled, 
bow it hap that Papiſts could jo in- 
creaſe daily, or Prieſis and Ieſuires be in- 
rertayned within his Kingdomes, conſide- 
ring, that his Lawes are in furceagainft 
them. 

And thereupon entring into a conſide- 
ration of the eitate of this Land, and ſce- 
king by all meanes poſſible to finde where: 
the fault might be, after the examination of 
diuers ſuppoſed cauſes, he alleadged, that 
none was greater then this, viz. Thur u- 
ſlices. are too ſlacke and negligent intheir 
places; it being a thing impoſsible, that. 
Priefls and Ieſuites ſhould ſwarme ſo thick 
as they doe in any partes of England, or 
LL” ales,vnleſſe Inflices of Peate inthoſe 
parts where they frequented; were care- 
leſſe of their place andoffice, 1 > . 
Hexcuponalſo he ſai, that his Majeſty

was informed, That many, who were in 
place of luſtice, to puniſh others, either 
were themſelues ſo affected, or at leaſtwiſe, 
for ſpeciall reſpects, fauoured tbemthat 
were. 

Then ſpake he vnto the Tudges.and ſuch 
as were — go their Circuits, remembrin 
vnto them, how caretull his Maieſty had 
bene for the good and happy gouernment 
ottheſe his Kingdomes; how itudious for 
the mayntenance of the true Religion pro- 
feſſed and maintayned by the Church of 
England, how often his Maieſty had held 
conſultation with his Councell — Clear- 
gy, for the ſure eſtabliſhment of matters 
in Religion and ho loth to alter, change, 
or diſanull any of the Lawes of England: 
becauſe hee = there was no more 

perfit forme of gouernment in the world, 

ro any Church that came ſo neere ynto 

the very ſubſtance of the trueth in euery 
poynt, as che Church of England doth : 


and. * that Religion is the ſureſt 
B 3 bond 
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bond to knit mens hearts in ynity, he reci- 
ted how great paynes,and hat often cares 
his Maicſty had taken for a =_ vnity in 


Religion, and diuine worſhip, that not 
euery one ſhould bee at liberty to ſerue 
God after his owne faſhion,bur all ſhould 
ioyne in one true worſhip of God, which, 
if euer any Nation in the world had, we 
now haue. 

Further alſo, giuing vnto the [udges a 
ſtraight charge, that in their Circuits they 
ſhould haue an eſpeciall care to inquire for 
all ſuch as were Prieſts, Ieſuites, or Re- 
cufants, and to take ſuch order, that t 
might be puniſhed, and more eſpecially, 
for inquiry of all ſuch Iuſtices of peace, as 
were either, themſelues, their wiues, 
children, or ſeruants, Papiſts: or knowne 
themſelues to be fauourers of Papiſts. 

Hereupon further alledging, char there 
were ſome Tuſtices, who although they 
themſelues would not be ſeene to giue a- 
ny entertaynement or countenance vnto 

on ſts, 


Rd 
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Prieils, Ieluites, or Recuſants, yet ſuch 
ſhould finde welcome at theyr Wyucs 
hands. 
And therefore his Maieſtyes pleaſure 
was, Thar all ſuch Iuſtices, as can bee 
knowne tobe as aforeſayd, ſhould haue 
their names ſent vp, that they may be re- 
mooued out of the Commilsion for the 
Peace, as being vnfit members to hold ſuch 
places. 
And as this his Maieſtyes charge ex- 
tended vnto the puniſhment of ſuch, as 
were obſtinate Papiſts: fo, more eſpe- 
cially, for the puniſhment of ſuch, as 
were become Papiſts ſince his Maieſties 
comming: and yet a more ſtrict charge 
for thoſe parts about you, becauſe they 
were al wayes moſt infeſtious and trouble- 
ſome. b 
Then hee put the Iudges in minde, 
how long a time they now had for ſearch 
imo thele matters, and what directions 
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they had receyued for their proceedings, 
aſſuring them, that as lis [V) ajeſty had ſig- 
nified vnto them before their going, What 
courſe they ſhould obſerue: ſo at their 
returnes, hee would call them vnto an 
account, what they had performed there- 
in. 

And amongſt many other matters of 
ſpeciall moment, he entred into a deepe 
conſideration of this Land, the eſtate ther- 
of how bleſſed it was, how much boun- 
den vnto GODS Almighty goodneſſe, 
for that he hath ſent vs ſo gracious a King: 
A King, that did ſo conſtantly profeſſe 
CHRISTES true Religion eſtabli- 
ſhed in the Church of England: a King, 
by whoſe happy commaund we were free 
from many cares, many dangers, many 
perills. WT, FS, | 
Moreouer alſo, he ſhewed, that Pa- 
piſts in diners places, (as his Maieſty 
was certaynely informed) did bragge in 
words, That they were in a good bope of

Toleration: hertunto adding a peach 
of his Maieſt yet. concerninꝑ tho folly of 
Papiſts, hoſ/they more beſotted- 
matter, .Wordering,;: whereupon. they 
ſhould builde their falſe apc adding 
thereunto alſo, tin his Maieſſy was ſo 
ſurely perſw aded of the truch of his Reli- 
gion, ſo firmely grounded vpon the cer- 
certainty thereof, and ſo conſtantly bent 
for the mayntenance thereof, as that he 
vo wed vnto his Priuy Councell, that if 
he did know that any of his children after 
him (which I hope neuer will be) would 
goe backe from the Religion which hee 
now proſeſſed, and maintayne any other, 
fiat vpon that childe hee would lay his 

curſe. a 
Theſe and many other matters (which 
not a little ioyed me to vnderſtand, how 
conſtant his Maieſty is for the maynte- 
nance of the Goſpell) I heard wich mine 
owne eares, whereof I thought it not a-

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miſſe ify you: but becauſe I cannot 
here know of the particular matters, and 
maner how thoſe things fell out in your 
parts, I make bold to requeſt your paynes,
